TURKEY RAISING 


(Prepared, for the County Farm 


Bureau by Miss Sura Reitz, Broad* 
acres Farm, Brookvillc, Pa.) 


Yards and Enclosures 


,When the poults reach the age of 


a month or so, they have out grown 
the brooder house runways and need 
more spate. 
This is provided by 


tearing out the partitions in one 
side of the brooder house and placing 
roosts 
eighteen 
inches 
from 
the 


floor. The other half of the house is 
used for succeeding hatches. All the 
poults of near this age are separated 
from their foster mothers and placed 
in this larger compartment with one 
old hen to teach them the art of 
roosting. 
It may take a little 


patience the first night or so to teach 
them what the perches are for, but 
they soon learn. 


;Whcn another hatch comes off, this 


roosting space is needed again for 
brooding purposes, and by this time 
the poults are capable of roosting in 
an outside roosting shed and at the 
same time having a larger enclosure 
to run in. This roosting shed is noth-v 
ingi more than a roof ten feet from 
the ground and boarded- down four 
feet from the roof on all sides and 
the perches made even with the lower 
boards. 
This gives one the impres- 


sion of a house built upon stilts. 


lAt first the young turkeys don't 


seem to get up to these perches 
which are higher than those in the 
brooder house, but this is easily ac- 
complished by scattering some grain 
along the incline which leads to the 
perches. 


Green Food For Turkeys 


An abundance of succulent food is 


relished by turkeys of all ages. 
The general favorite, judging; from 
its rapid disappearance from the feed 
trays, is lettuce. 
Dandelion, -wdss 


chard, onion tops and many of the 
more tender sort of plants are eaten 
eagerly. 


Last year my special lettuce bed 


furnished all that was needed from 
June 1st until November 4th, hav- 
ing kept it from the early frosts by 
covering with duck covers. Following 
is the succession of planting: First 
variety, May King; second, New York; 
third, Big Boston. 
This sown at 


intervals in rather wide rows, and 
the space between the rows was kept 
clear of weeds the entire 
season. 


The first cuttings were a thimx'mg 
process. Next it was cut about two 
inches above the gfround, the first 
cut reaching full growth by the time 
I had used the last on the plot of 
seventy five rows. 


;My allowance for 100 turkeys is 


one bushel for each noon feeding, and 
except on rainy days, it is immersed 
in water before feeding.

Yards and Enclosures 
When the poults reach the age of 
a month or so, they have out grown 
the brooder house runways and need 
more space. 
This is provided by 
tearing 
out the 
partitions 
in 
one 
side of the brooder house and placing 
roosts 
eighteen 
inches 
from 
the 
floor. 
The other half of the house is 
used for succeeding hatches. 
All the 
poults of near this age are separated 
from their foster m others and placed 
iii this larger com partm ent with one 
old hen to tench them the art of 
roosting. 
It 
may 
take 
a 
little 
patience the first night or so to teach 
them w hat the perches are for, but 
they soon learn. 
When another hatch comes off, this 
roosting space is needed again for 
brooding purposes, and by this time 
the poults are capable of roosting in 
an outside roosting shed and a t the 
same tim e having a larger enclosure 
to run in. This roosting shed is noth­ 
ing more than a roof ten feet from 
the ground and boarded down four 
feet from the roof on all sides and 
the perches made even with the lower 
boards. 
This gives one the impres­ 
sion of a house built upon stilts. 
At first the young turkeys don’t 
seem to get up to 
these perches 
which are higher than those in the 
brooder house, but this is easily ac­ 
complished by scattering some grain 
along the incline which leads to the 
perches. 


Green Food For Turkeys 
An abundance of succulent food is 
relished

The general favorite, judging from 
its rapid disappearance from the feed 
trays, is lettuce.

the space between the rows was kept 
clear of weeds the entire season. 
The first cuttings were a thinning 
process. 
Next it was cut about two 
inches above the (ground, tho first 
cut reaching full growth by the time 
I had used the last on the plot of 
seventy five rows. 
My allowance for IOO turkeys is 
one bushel for each noon feeding, and 
except on rainy days, it is immersed 
in w ater before feeding.
